Countrym, The Portuguefe Miniftry refufe to let 
their Army join that of King Charles in Spain, tho 
their own Ambaflador and General who are with 
that Prince have earnefly prefs’d it, tho the King 
of Portugal order’d it, and made his General 
march accordingly, and tent word to King Charles 
that he would join him by way of Menda and 
Tiuxille; but intead of performing his Promife, 
after pofletting himlelf of a Place of no defence, he 
retir'd again tothe Frontiers of Portugal, on pre- 
tence that 4c09 of the Enemies Horfe were in his 
way, tho it does not appear that the Enemy had 
any Force on that fide to give him the lealt caufe 
of Apprehenfion. The Portuguefe General and 
Ambaflador above-mention’d wrote to him again, 
and General Stanhope did the like to the Earl of 
Galway, prefling that he might join him at the 
Bridg of Almaraz, where he would be ready with 
4cco Horfe toatterd him, and fhew’d the Neceili- 
ty and Importance of it: but all to no purpole. 
The Portuguefe Minifiry would not hear of it, tho 
all the Confederate Minifters at that Court made 
joint Application to the King that he would order 
it. Nay, they would not fo much as allow the 
Forces in the Queen’s Pay to be fent to General 
Stanhope, tho he prefs’d for it, thoatl the Confede- 
rate Minifters urg’d it, tho the Secretary of our 
Embaffy left there by the Earl of Galway offer’d 
to fupply them with Provifions and Mony, and 
tho it was reprefented again and again that the 
Refufal of it might fruftrate all King Charles’s well. 
laid Defigns and Efforts; his Majefty being oblig’d 
to leave Bodies of Troops in fo many places, that 
it was not thought fafe for him to purfue the Duke 
of Anjou, who had retir’d to Old Caftile, to gather 
together what Forces he cou’d: But Providence 
feems to faveur us, for thofe Letters fay that a De- 
tachment of our Army, fuppos’d to be that com- 
manded by General Stanhope, has defeated a ftrong 
Detachment of the Enemy at the Bridg of Alma- 
raz, ard that his Catholick Majefty’s Army is 
marching againft that of the Duke of Axjou, tho 
the Portuguese continue immovable. Pray, Mafler, 
give me your opinion of this piece of News. 

Obf. We have had repeated Complaints for a 
long time, Roger, of fuch Management in Portugal. 
There’s no bedy ever doubted the Honefty of the 
late and prefent King of that Country, but they 
have the Linhappinefs of a ftrange fort of Frenchi- 
fy’d High-Charch Miniftry.

Church of England is to the Revolution, and thofe 
who ftard up for it: It deferves our Obfervation 
that both thofe Churches cry out of Danger at one 
and the iame tiie, and play to one anuther’s hands, 
However, as the Common Caule of the Confede. 
racy isthat of God againft Tyranny and Oppref- 
fion, we have no reafonto doubt the Iffue. In the 
mean tune, there’s ground to hope that the Troops 
which cur Government is feuding to Portugal, will 
arrive in time to prevent the ill Confequences of 
this ftrange Management of the Portagucfe Mini- 
ftry, and remove all their pretended Excufes for 
want of Ability ; or if they periift in their Trea- 
chery, to enable the Confederates to do themfelves 
Juitice.

at once bid farewel to cur Liberty, Trade and Re- 
ligion ; for if the Family of Bourbon retain the 
Spaaifh Monarchy, they will quickly be able to put 
all Europe in Chains, and to impofe Popery and 
Slavery upon us by their Tool of a Pretender. 
Therefore | hope when the Parliament meets, her 
Majefty, as fhe has always done hitherto, will be 
enabled to take fuch Meafures as may prevent the un- 
happy Effects of thote Divifions which ill Men have 
raisd among us; that the French may not im- 
prove ’em to the dillurbance of our Peace, or the 
damage of the Confederates. 
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
